1. If understand “R. he 
haseired in Lis spplication of the 
astronomical moon, es be it, Me 
says, ‘“‘If the astronomical moon 


should fall at Jerusalem at 6 P. M.on 


Saturday, it would be full moon at 
San Francisco at 9.49 Sunday morn- 
ing.’”’ Notso, I think. It would be 
full moon at San Francisco at twen- 
ty-pine minutes after seven o'clock 
op Saturday morning. ‘The same day 
(see time table of Johnson and 
Browning, Nautical Almanae, 
1S76. page 47s ) The moon tulls once 
for ali and does not k-ep fulling all 
around the F arth. 

2. Clavius is qucted. Chrislop 
(lavius,a Germ.n mathematician, 
professor at Rome, &¢ , was a man of 
some rote, but his authority was 
much greater in the dicta cf the 
church than in Jearniog. I admit 
none of bis conclusions. The council 
of Nice, yarious councils since, and 
the rule in the prayer book (see page 
17) rame a precise, determinable day 
for Esster and give its relations to 
other days; this dey isa fact, not a 
fiction, its relations are astronomical 
not ececlesia-tical. The full moon 
ferred to is real, not imaginary, the 


, boon fulls by the laws of nature, not 


by decrees of the Church, the rule de- 
fining which fall moon is meant, is 
iat higible and categorical, and no 
or ehurebh hasany right, civilly 
or theologically, to decree that 
Saturday ts Sunday, or that Aprils 
“is April?’ The chureh of 
must not deal in self-eviient fictions, 
it inust make a pascbal mwon and 
call it full when itis met, and must 
not pretend that Sunday is nextaftr 
a full moon whea tt not. If the 
British Parliament followed Clavius 
iv this, it commit ed a grand blund- 
er, asiihas often done before acd 
siuce. 

3. Phe ecclesiasticai method of de- 
termining the day is defective, obso- 
lete and ought to be discarded. The 
Golden miunber has a evelic error of 
one hour twenty-cight minutes and 
five seconds; the Epact has an an- 
nual error of two hours forty-eight 
minutes and thirty-seven seconds. 
There are methods of correcting these 
errors, but they are applied at) dis- 
tunt intervals, and at intermediate 
points, The accumulated error may 
place Easter contrary to the rule. Tn 
1825 Easter was on the fifteenth day 
of the moon, as it was this year, and 
will not be again during this century. 

4. President Barnard is a learned 
man, but Ido not think he or any 
other man ean make the full moon 
on April 9th this year. There is no 
such thing as a day of the world, 
No arrangement: can be made by 
which all the people of the earth ean 
keep Easter at the same absolute 
time and on the same day of the 
week. Suppose Sunday begins with 
the midnight meridian at a certain 
line of longitude and Washington 
City is on that liue; then at the same 
instant of time it will be Sunday 
morning at Raleigh and Saturday 
morning at Beaufort; at the same in- 
stant Chicago will be at church at 
seventeen minutes after eleven o'cloek 
on Sunday and) Philadelphia will be 
centennializing at seven minutes past 
twelveon Saturday. Thesame thing 
would happen comparatively at what- 
ever meridian might be chosen to be- 
gin a day for the whole globe. 
ft Easter Sunday begin at 
some specified time and at some me- 
ridian if can begin at no two places 
at the same time absolutely, and 
contiguous places on. different sides 
of the line will keep Easter on two 
different days by the calendar. I 
suppose the Saturday-noon rule, fair- 
ly construed, means that the moon 
‘shall full before it isSunday inany part 
of England or Italy, the two great cen- 
tres of festival calculations, and that 
12 m. London last Saturday taken as 
the time for this special Sunday t»> 
begin on earth will mest the requisi- 
tion. On this supnosition sunday 
April 9 began on earth with the mic- 
night meridian of Saturday 12 m. 
London time, in the longitude of 
Kampsechatka, but it did not and 


is 


‘could not begin on any other merid- 


jan atthe same time. Heace_ the 
moon fulled on the 8th of Apri, on 
Saturday four hours and twenty one 
minutes before Sunday began in 
Loudon ; three hours ana thirty-one 
minutes before Suneuy began at 
Rome ; three hours and one minute 
before Suuday touched any part cf 
Italy; and two hours and one minute 
bef ya it touehed Jerusalem. Hence 
by this concept Easter was April 9. 

Suppose the concept is, that when 
itisJ2m.on Saturday at London, 
Suoday begins for all the earth; 
then it beejus at every jo the 
twenty-four in different localitics, 
and mast end the same way, or there 
will Le as many different lengths of 
the said Sunday as there are meri: 
dianns. A supposition too absurd for 
any cbharch to advccate. 

6. “R. B. calls my attention to 
the fact that the caleulations and 
tubles of the Prayer Book were cor 
rected and readjusted in 1751 by Act 
of Parliament. I admit it. Thet 
proves they were wrong, and the re- 
sult this year proves they are wrong 
again, and nee l correction or rejec- 
tion. 

7. Finally, | am reminded of the 
immense majority of favor for the 
16th. That signifies nothing, except 
that any one presuming to dif r, 
should be very eareful in his cal-ula- 
tions. The majority, great or small, 
is wrong this year. The ecclesiastis 
cal method of computation may give 
the 16th, but the result is ap error. 


There is no conceivable method of 


interpreting the rule for Easter, that 
will give the 16th this year. 
S. ‘The Catholic Church, the Epis- 
copal Church, and all the churches, 
admit that April 9th was cbronologi- 
cally Easter Sunday ; but because it 
svemed to coincide with the Jewish 
Passover, it was set aside for the 16th.

Some weeks since we ventured the 
suggestion that steps be taken to 
make Raleigh a general market and 
thus g2t itrid of the summer death 
that the cotton monopoly a!ways 
makes itdie. We spoke for tobacco 
factolies and warehouses, and for 
eotton factories, and manufactories, 
We are glad to see this subject work- 
ing onthe Propjnent citi- 
zeus are agitating it. Said a. distin- 
guished gentleman yesterday 
“Something of this sort, sir, must be 
dove. Our people must bave ‘work. 
I can’t turo away every pale starving 
child that comes to me for ten cents. 
I have just seen one of the wealthiest 
menin town and ia in 
fayor of a cotton and a_ tobacco fac- 
tory. A town meeting will soon be 
called to thisend.’’ Well——we say it 
reverently — thank God for this 
much, Forinstanee look at these 
Streets to-day? What’s on them ? 
Cotton. Anything eke? Nothing. 
Any money in that cotton? Ask 
those thatdealinit. We helong to 
the meat and bread tribe. But there 
would be help in it toa!l if there was 
a factory here to workitup. But how 
about tobacco ? Well, here it’ grows, 
the finest in the world, right atour 
own doors. The Flat River tobacco 
in Orange, as well as the tobacco 
from Granville county, are pronoun. 
ced the best tobacco on ebhange iu 
Richmond. And here in Wake 
county We bave just such tobacco 
land, A gentleman told us yester- 
day he rode outwith Mr. Gatlin to 
Tim Le+’s farm four miles west of 
here, and there the chinquepin land, 
the best kind for tobacco, bezias and 
runs e!carto Franklin county. In 
other words al! the northern and 
noith-western portion of Wake em- 
braces just such land for tobaee as 
the Flat River and Granville county 
land. And now see iiere : How many 
country wagons were intown yester- 
day ? If there were six We didn’t s:e 
them. Andif there were six thev 
bad nothing but a bale of cotton on 
topand a bundle or two of dried fod- 
der atthe bottom to keep the poor 
mules from starving How mary 
wagons do you supose there were in 
Danville vesterdav?) The Danville 
Express says over one hundred, and 
this ix a small number. Thev will 
uverage fifty all during the summer. 
We Know, tor we have seen. Long 
lines of wagons come ino early every 
morning, the wagoners  eracking 
their whips and the people ranning 
out from: all sides to be the first to get 
nbareain in chickens and oF 
vegetables and froits, and this Insts 
all the summmner. Now this is soine 
of the good tobaeco would do in this 
market. Mind vou, it will not inter- 
fere with the cotton market; only 
help it on; for it will feed the people 
lively during summer and) put more 


cotton buyers in the market during 


winter--and then, you Know, we are 
to have a cotion factory besides. But 
we will not stop here. We must 


have a bone factory; one can be start- 


ed simply by determining it, and it 
will pay. And then, why not an 
earthen ware factory for making cups 
and saucers and plates. Ah, my son, 
dom’t laugh at the idea until vour 
head is older. There is already an 
earthenware factory run in this coun- 
try at Morrisville by a Mr. Morgan 
who has a son clerking in this city 
for Mr. W. C. Upehureh, and the fae- 
tory has done well considering it had 
no friends or no capital to start it. 
The factis Mr. Morgan should be 
called Napoleon Bonaparte for his 
enterprise and pluck in pushing this 
factory through such an Alps of diffi- 
culties as people who run North to 
buy their blue dinner plates throw in 
his way.
